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HORRIBLE DEATHS. 

Wm Cato and Paul Reed Sata- 
rated With Oil and Bnnied 
at tlie Stake. 



TAKEN FROM SOLDIERS BY A MOB. 



They Were Convicted of the Brutal 
Mnrder of the Hodgres Family 
liear iState«boro, Ua. 



The Men, After the Lefltl Trial, Were 

Sentenced to Be Hanged Septem- 
ber 9 and Were About to Be 
Taken to Savannah. 

StateBboro. Oa.. Aug. 17.— Paul Reed 
and Will Cato, two of the principals 
in the murder and burning of Henry 
. Hodgee and wife and three children, 
i4s from Stateiboro three week* 
afo, were burned at the etake Taea* 
day. 

Tuesday afternoon at 1:21 o'clock a 
dettrniincd mob chaiT< <l <>ii the court 
bouKe, overpowered the military guard, 
secured Cato and Reed, who bad been 
fbond guilty after a legal trial and 
sentenced to be hanged September 9, 
took them two miles from Statesboro 
anil there burned them alive. 

When the attack on the K\iards was 
made Rev. Mr. Hodges, brother of the 
murdered man, pleaded .with the crowd 
to let the law take its course, hot his 
advice was unheeded. 

Mob Burst the Door. 
The small guard with the prisoners 
withdrew into the court room and 

closed the door. The mob crashed 
against it, bursting it as though it 
were an eggshell. Cato, Reed, Handy 
Hell and the other prisoners cowered 
before the crowd. They dragged Cato 
and Reed out. releasing Bell Into the 
bands of the few soldiers left there 
as 8(i(in as they Itariied that he wa? 
not Reed, for they had mistaken him. 

Reed was taken down one stairway 
with a rope about his neck and Catn 
down th« other, both pleading foi 
their lives. By this time the crowd 
numbered ^00 persons. The doomed 
men were dragged, the crowd shout 
iug and cheering, along the roadwa; 
leading to the Hodges homestead. 

Going 76 yards from the mad th« 
crowd halted. The two Negroes wer« 
made to 8e4t themselves on a log 
They were told they hart but a short 
time to live and that they should con 
fess. Reed was the first to speak. Hf 
confessed, implicating other Negroes 
as he had in the court room. He de 
nied, however, that he had taken an 
active part in the murder. Cato an 
swered incoherently. The crowd 
moved across a field to a strip ol 
woodland. 

Chained to a Stump. 

To a large stump 12 feet high the 
men were chained with their backs tc 
the stump. Then a wagonload of pine 
wood was hanled to the spot. It was 
piled around the men and ten gallont 
ot k< r(.seiio was threjwn over them. A 
photographer was present and the 
crowd was cleared back that he might 
get several views of the men bound to 
the stake and ready for the burning. 
Then followed, an awful scene. Fren- 
zied cheera rent the air as men al- 
most crazid with hatred of tin- liitn 
being punished saw the cruel flames 
diiiikiiig up the lifeblood. Just as the 
match was applied to the pyre one ol 
those in front asked Reed If he wanted 
to tell the truth before he died. 

"Yes, sir; I killed Mr. and Mrs. 
Hodges," he replied. 

"Who killed the children?" he was 
asked. 

"Handy Bell," came the response as 
the flames leaped upwards. The spec- 
tarle was frightful. As the flames 
touched Reed's naked, oil.soaked skin, 
he twisted his head around in an en- 
deavor to choke himself and avoid the 
fearful torture. Only once 4id be 
complain. He said: "Lord, have 
mercy." 

Begged to Be Shot. 

Cato screamed in agony and beg- 
ged to bo ahot His heavy suit of hair 
which was oilsoaked was almost the 
first thing the flames fastened on and, 
Hcrenmlug with agony, while the hemp 
lope became a collar of fire around h|s 
neck a thrill of terror ran through the 
framcM of the more timid of the spec- 
tators. Before the fiames had Quench- 
ed Cato's life, the rope was burned In 
two and his head swung from side to 
side as he endeavored to avoid the 
tlery tongue. By effort almost super- 
human he writhed^ unde# th^ eloae- 
locked chains. 

He wae the first to exhibit naeon- 
sctonsness and was perhaps the first 
4ead. Before the llaiiir.s progressed 
/cry fur up his body his head .sank 
forward and many believe that the tire 
gut iut<j hia lungs and killed him. As 
Cato's bead swung to and fro some of 
the more excited members of the par- 
ty commenced throwing light wood 
knots at it. As soon as it was seen 
thfti Uie w«o wert dead ^e.. crowd 



commenced dispersing. A large num- 
ber remained behind, however, piling 
mure fuel on until both bodies were 
burned except the trunks. 

Late Tuesday afternoon after the 
last rneinlier of the mob had left the 
scene, hundreds of citlsens who In im>> 
wise bad participated In the affair re* 
paired to the scene and many remain- 
ed long after nightfall picking up 
whatever souvenirs they could find. 
CoAspicuous among the crowds were 
a number of small boys in knee panta.

HEAVY FIBHTINS IS BOINB ON. 



Twenty-Six Brigades, Over 10.000 M^n, 
Paraded In Loulevllle. 

Louisville, Ky., Aug. 17. — ^Under fair 
skies 26 brigades of the Uniform Rank 
Knights of Pythias, over lU.OOO strong, 
passed in review before the people of 
Louisville Tuesday. Over one hun- 
dred thousand people lined the route 
of the parade, three miles in length, 
and cheered the militant members of 
the order as they marched past in 
trim service, oniforms or dress parade 
regalia with scarlet plumes and glit- 
tering trapplofi. • 

Oeaplte a drawback to the number 
and the quality of the horses furnish- 
ed the visitors, which, according to the 
general staff, prevented nearly 2,000 
men from participating, the pageant 
was a gorgeous success. Qen. Cama- 
han, commander-in-chief, was a very 
wrathful man when the hour for the 
parade drew near and he took note of 
the quality of the beasts offered for 
mounts. 

"Look at that plug," he ejaculated 
to a sad looking animal whose legs 
wer« garnished with nearly all the 
bumps mentioned In the horse book. 

"If they expect me to ride they are 
mistaken, 'i ney would egg me out (»f 
the parade if the poor br\tto could 
stagger through it, and this Is the 
home of the thoroughbred." 

At the last moment Gen. Carnahan 
was furnished with a suitable horse, 
but three cavaliy companies and many 
officers were forced to enter the pa- 
rade unmounted, while others did not 
participate at all* Nevertheless there 
was a magnificent turnout, due largely 
to the numbers and appearance of the 
Ohio, Indiana, Illinois and Kentucky 
brigades. The Philippine constabu- 
lary band, which led the parade, was 
one of the features, receiving a tre- 
mendous ovation all along the route. 

Tuesday night tne grand military 
ball of the uniform rank was given at 
the Horse Show building, where the 
Knights and their ladies to the num- 
ber of several thousand danced and 
paraded.

Position of the Besieged at. the Fcr> 
tress Is Such That Japanese De- 
manded a Surrender — Answer 
' Ixpected Wedneeday. 

London, Aug. IT.— A late dispatch 

received here Tuesday night says Port 
Arthur Is in flames, and its surrender 
Is but a matter of hours. 

Toklo, Aug. 17. — The emperor's of- 
fer to release the non-combatants at 
Port Arthur coupled with a demand 
for the surrender was delivered Tues- 
day. As SMWW la expected Wednes- 
day. 

London, Aug. 17.— A dispatch to the 
Central News from Tokio says that 
a big oil warehouse at Port Arthur is 
bla/ing furiously and that the posi- 
tion of the besieged is such that the 
Japanese are urging them to anrren- 
der. 

Che Poo. Aug. 17 —Tuesday's sortie 
of the Russian warshijiH from Port .Ar- 
thur is regarded as a confirmation of 
previous reports that the Japanese 
have occupied an important land posi- 
tion, the fire from which compelled 
the Russian vessels to leave the har- 
bor. It Is certain that they returned 
to their former andhorage .ifter the 
sortie. Junks which left Port Arthur 
August 13 report that heavy fighting 
was continuing. 

Che Foo. Aug. 17.— A striking Inci- 
dent of the naval engagement of Au- 
gust 10 was the surrounding of the 
battleship Retvlzan by Japanese tor- 
pedo boats, the other Russian vessels 
having gone to the aaailtailoe Of the 
Ccarovitch, which was then hard 
pressed. The Retvlzan desperately at- 
tempted to break through the lin.- and 
tried to ram a cruiser which appeared 
but she was fairly blown out of her 
course by a hall of shells from the 
cruiser which began now pitching in 
the fight Bvery officer of the Czaro- 
vitch was either killed or wounded. 
While the C/Hrovitch was making for 
Tsingtau funeral services were held 
In many cases over arms and legs. 
One sailor whose hand was Sfver^ 
by a fragment of shell became erased 
by pain and the horror of blood about 
him. He approached the captain, held 
out the severed member in his remain- 
ing nand and requested that prayer 
he MM ever it.

Boston, Aug. 17.— Tuesday 26.000 
survivors of the union forces of the 
civil war assembled from all sections 
of the United Slates, marched through 
the streets of Boston. Five and one- 
half hours were required for the pa- 
rade to pass a given point and if wa'^ 
a severe strain on the old .'-soldiers, 
btit gen'Mally they liore the hardship 
well. More than three score of them 
dropped in the ranks from exhaustion 
and heat prostration and were cared 
for at the field and civic hospitals.

Pyron, a member of John A. Dix post, 
of New York, died from heart failure 
induced by exhaustion. At least 260 
spectators, mostly women, walked 
during the parade, and many persons 
were slightly injured and had their 
clothing torn in the crush. 

The si)ectacle of the inaf IiIiil: ^msv 
haired soldiers was one calculated to 
thrill and everywhere the army was 
received with applause.
